HISTORY ~OF REMARKABLE BLOOD 
RED RAINS, 


Taking ‘the exchanges as an index of the 
mindy; there ss¢ems torbo a decided 
difference ‘of opinion regarding tho recent ex- 
tranrdlinaey) rain:in Kentucky, ‘| Many, not 
satigties, with, accopting! the;atory as true, 
make haste to invest its natural wonder with 
touch ofthe supernatural, «and accord to 
thé phenomenon a'celestial origin and signifi. 
cance. Others, while’ viewing the matter 
more rationally, are still at: fault when they 
denounce the ‘whole storyas the fabrication 
of the Kentucky mind and refuse to enter 
tain the possibility. of such a thing as a 
shower of flesh, ‘The general wooeptation of 
the word tleshy the difficulty tiauy people 
experience in Betting it, and the absence of 
acientific corroboration of the recont story, 
combine to make it unacceptable ta the gene 
eral public. 

It is not the object of this article to prove 
the validity of the Kentucky story, but to 
demonstrate its’ possibility in the light of 
history andacientific authority In the fol- 
lowing data events of far greater mystery 
than the Kentucky. rain will be found, and 
in the Ingelow story, is the account of a rain 
which iu many respects is similar to the late 
phenomenon, 

Christian Godfroy Ehrenberg, tho gront 
German naturalist and microscopist, mentions 
eighty-one dust storms which took place be- 

fore the Christian era, and about threo times 
as many subsequently. The former of these 
are rather speculative, and a number of the 

latter will be found in his ‘* Micro-geologie.” 
The cases which follow are many, of them 
historical, and many othors will be found in 

the works of Von Humboldt, Maury and 

Ehrenberg. 


PHENOMENAL RAINS, 
On the 5th and 6th of November, 472, there 
was a great fall of black dust in the neighbor- 
hood of Constantinople, and the atmosphere 
seemed to be on fire, Procopius and Marcel- 
lus asoribed it to Vesuvius. 
In 672 red dust rained,at Constantinople. 
In 869 a red rain fell‘ for three hours in the 
icinity of Brixen, in the Austrian Tyrol. 
Tn 929, at Bagdad, there was a great red- 
‘ess in the atmosphere, and red sand fol. 
In, 1056 there was a fnll of pod enow in Ar- 
menia, 
Tn 1110, in the province of Vaspouragan, in 
Armenia, on a dark night in winter, a flaming 
body fell into Lake Van. Tho water became 
of the colour of blood, and the earth cracked 
open in several directions, 
Th 1219 or 1222 a red rain fell in Bohemia,

About tlis time there was a.fall of.stone and 
amass like coagulated blood, with a fiery 
meteor, 


In Thuringia, on the 6th of November, 1545, 
ball of fire fell with great noigo, and 4 redy 
ish substance, like coagulated blood, was af- 
torwarde found onthe ground. 
In Pomerania, in 1557, thore fell large flakes 
f a substance resembling coagulated blood. 
On the 24th of December, 1560, at Lille- 
bonne, in Lower Seine, France, there fell a 
meteor, followed shortly after by red rain. 
At the close of a terrible tempest on the 5th 
of Jnly, 1582, there fell in ‘Akhausen, in 
Prussia, a quantity of fibrous matter resem- 
bling human hair. 
At Verden, in Hanover, on the 3rd of De- 
cember, 1586, there fell large quantities of 
matter, partly red and part tack, accom- 
panied by lightning and thunder and n fiery 
meteor, which burst with a loud noise. 
In August, 1615, a meteor fell in Styria, ac- 
companied by a shower of stones and rain of 
blood. 
“ ris Tournay, in Belgium,in 1638, a red rain 
fell. 
In January, 1644, a bloody rain féll at 
Vachigen,\and at Weinsburg, in the Kingdom 
of Wurtemburg. 
During the month of May, 1652, immedi- 
ately following a brilliant meteor, a viscid 
mass fell, 
On the 28th of March, 1633, there fell near 
Jaucha, Prussia,a shower of fibrous substance 
like blite silk, tint 
On-the 3lst of January, 1686, there fell 
simultaneously in Norway and in parts of 
Pomerania, a great quantity of membranous 
substance, friable and blackish, somewhat 
like half burned paper. The Baron Theodore 
Gotthus asaleaed a portion of the substance, 
Which has been preserved in a cabinet of nat- 
ural history, acd found in it silex, iron, lime, 
carbon, magnesia, a trace of chrome and of 
sulphur, but not ‘a particle of nickel, always 
present in wrolites, 
On the 24th of March, 1718, on the Island 
of Lethy, in India, there fell a ball of fire con- 
taining gelatinous matter, 
On the 14th of October, 1 
descended at Locarno, Switverland, durin 
which nine inches of rain fell} and the re 
matter that was deposited daring thé showor 
was found te be by actual measurement, an 
inch deep. 
Tho same storm reached’ Swabia, on the 
Alps, and on those high mountains it changed 
into a reddish snow, which fell tom depth of

OTHRN HISTORICAL RAINS, 

A storm of red hail is stated et Humboldt 
to have occurred at Palermo. In Tuscany, 
March 14, 1812, there fol hail of an orange 
color. 

In March, 1808, a fall of over five foet of 
red snow occurred in Carniola, Germany, 
The ground had been previously covered with 
white, and the storm of colored snow was 
succeeded by another, the flakes of which 
were a8 tgual, of a puro and brilliant white, 
the two kinda being perfectly distinct A 
portion of the red snow melted in a vessel 
and the Water evaporated left a fine rose- 
colored earthy sediment at the bottom. 

Snow, colored brick red, fell in ‘Italy in 
1816 and the Tyrol in 1847, 

A black snow fell at Walpole, N. H., so in- 
tense in its color that a correspondent of the 
Boston Journal remarks concerning it :—‘ I 
send you writing written with the snow as it 
fell, and with a clean pen,” 

The different colors of many of those snow 
deposits may depend on. the same coloring 
matter under different conditions. Microsco- 
pic jnvestigations in different parta of the 
world have revealed the cause of these dust 
storms and blood rains to be either portions 
of various minerals or shells of infusoria or 
parts of plants and insects carried into the at- 
mosphere by the winds. Infusorial shells and 
aquatic plants of especial localities have beon 
identified after having crossed the ocean and 
been deposited in dust storms, thus tracing 
the acrial currents.’ Ehrenberg found 320 dif 
ferent species of organisms in the dust of va- 
rious showers ; of these five were of marine

t in his “ Ansicht der Natar’’ and in 
his ‘* Kosmos.” Maury’s ‘‘ Physical Geogra- 
phy ofthe Seca” has also some interesting

THE CRIMSON CLIFFS OF BEYERLY. 


In the first volume of Kane's ‘Arctic Ex- 
ploration.” page 44, the following, which 
proves the universal character of these 
phenomenal rains, will be found—'My diary 
continugs :~We sed the crimson cliffs of 
Sir John Ross in the afternoon of August 5. 
The patches of red snow from which they 
derive their name could be seen clearly at a 
distance often miles from the goast. rf had 
a fine dgep rose hue,not at all like the brown 
atain which T noticed when I was here before. 
Albthe gorgerand rayi jn-whiehhecnouw 
had lodged were deeply tinted with it. 1 
had now no difficulty in justifying the some- 
what pootical nomenclature which Sir John 
Franklin applied to this locality, for if the 
snow surface were more diffused, as it is no 
doubt earlier in the season, crimson would 
be the prevailing color, Thered snow was 
diversified with large surfaces of beautiful 
green and alopecus,’”

“initiating or carrying any great measure

~ | Phe report of tho Ministor.of Tmmigras 
tion for Ontario—Hon, S.C, Wood—for 
tho yoar 1875 has been published. From it 
wo loarn that during the carly. part of the 
year 1875, ii\ consequetice of the agree- 
ment formed on the dth November, 1874, 
betwean tlie’ Domimion and four of its Pro- 
vinces, the Ontario omigration agents in 
the British Islands word! withdrawn, with 
| the exeoption éf a/olerk on the staff of the 
| Agent General, in London, an agent in 
Glasgow, and one in Cork, It was also 
| found necessary in consequence of previous 
engagement to continue the services of the 
agent in Sweden till the 30th June, 1875, 
when his services wore dispensed with. 
Tho engagement of the agent in Cork was 


Theso variotis agencies

season Of 1875, it was dechied advisable 
to close the Ontario Immigration office at 
bee, the Dominion Government under- 
| taking to perform all the work formerly 
| dono by. the Ontario stafat that port. 
After the Gloso of navigation, the services 


to superintend the distribution and settle- 
ment of immigrants in this Province were 
discontinued ; and it is not intended to re- 
tain an officer for that purpose during’ the 
ensuing season. 

During the year 1875, 17,655 immigrants 
were settled in the Province of Ontario, 
through the Ottawa, Kingston, Toronto, 
Hamilton and London Agencies. Their 
nationalities are as follows;—English, 10,- 
5383; Scotch, 1,724 ; Irish, 1,621 ; German 
771 ; other countries, 3,006 ; Total, 17,- 
655. 

The nationalities of the immigrants set- 
tled in Ontario in 1874, wore:—English, 
17,323 ; Scotch,2,279 ; Irish, 3,040 ; Ger- 
man, 1,017 ; other countries, 1,785 ; Total 
25,444. 

The number of immigrants settled in On- 
tario.in ‘1874 being 25,444, the decrease in 
1875, as compared with that year,is, 7,789, 
being considered a fair proportion of the 
general decrease in emigration from the 
British Islands during the past year. Tho 
following table shows the number of omi- 
grants who left the British Islands for 
places out of Europe, and the percentage 
settled in Ontario, during the years 1871, 


1872, 1873, 1874 and 1876 respectively:—

» ‘The total number who received the On- 
tario bonus in advaridé in reductign of pas- 
sage money in (1875 was 4,267. These 
were carefully selected, all applications 
other than those of farm laborers and fe- 
male domestic servants, of suitable age and 
good character, being rejected. Full lists, 
containing the names,ages and occupations 
of emigrants so assisted, were sent with 
each party tothe Ontario agent at the 
port of debarkation, where, after being 
checked, théy were given in chargé of an 
Ontario officer, who conveyed {the immi~ 
grants to their respective destinations in 
Ontario. By those means every immigrant 
who received Provincial assistance can be 
accounted for as having been settled’ in On- 
tario, Many of the assisted immigrants 
were left with employers at stations east of 
Toronto, and others wore handed over by 
the agents, at points further west, to such 
Parties as sent their orders to the respec- 
tive agencies. The advance in the rate of 
wages in the British Isles, and the increas- 
ed competition on the part of the Austra- 
lian coloniés, who pay fare in full, and in 
cases of need supply outfit, render ‘it ex- 
tremely diffigult toobtain u sufficient supply 
of the class of fmmigrants specially needed 
in Ontario, The Agricultural Laborer’s 
Union partially supplied this demand, But 
not to an extent sufficient to meet the de- 
mands of this Province,

of crowding, showing that-he was honest and 
rly. When I talked with him, I noticed 
that his clothes were carefully brushed, his 
hair in nice order, and his face and hands 
clean, Don't you call those letters of recom- 
mendation ? Ido, and I would give more 
for whatI can tell abouts boy by using my 
eyes ten minutes, than all the fine letters he 
can bring mo,” 


A Scotch Professor on Rational 
Recreation. 

Professor Blackio spoke at a meeting of 
working people held in Leith afew weeks 
ago. His remarks were lively and charac- 
teristic. After referring to the decrease of 
drinking among the middle classes during 
the last forty years, the Professor recom- 
mended amusement, and said: Since we 
must have amusement, seeing that the 
working men have a greatdeal of idletime, 
with which they don’t s to know what 
to do, it is the bounden duty of all gound- 
hearted working men to organize amuse- 
ment for themselves. Man isa sociable 
animal, and if you don’t provide him with 
amusements he will go and find thei him- 
self in the gin shop, though he shouldbe 
walking into the jaws of hell. (Applause.) 
Some person said—a great Scotch divine, 
no doubt—That the door of the theatre 
is the gate of hell.” I say, no such thing. 
(Hear, hear and applause.) I say the man 
who goes habitually into the gin shop is 
walking directly into the jaws ‘of hell. 
There can be no doubt of that. (Applaase.) 
You working men should organize amuse- 
ments in the places that you have for that 
purpose, sothat no man will be tempted to 
go into the gin shop, I don’t at all ob- 
ject to a glass of whiskey on a cold day in 
a railway carriage ; but for men to.go 
regularly into the:gim shop is just poison- 
ing themselves and ruining their children, 
Therefore you working men must ration- 
alize and organize amusements ;and I don’t 
think it would be at all difficult, 
It is as necessary to have a good 
and comfortable,and I would say~ con- 
secrated place of amusement, as to have 
achurch, It is as necessary to have a good 
sleep as a good dinner, and itis as neces- 
sary to haye good amusements as to have 

ood sermons, You may depend on that. 
Applause.) I specially recommend billiards 
as haying many advantages over other 
games. There ought to be half a dozen 
tables in every public hall, because in this 
wet country we must have something for 
indoors. I havea little billiard table in 
my house, and the game is the best thing 
in the world. Then let me recommend 
private theatricals. Many children are 
born dramatists, and would it be right to 
train them up by hearing prosy sermons } 
I will quote Dr. “Norman McLeod—that’s 
the D. D. for Bes Gis and laughter) 
—that’s what you calla. jolly priest, and 
unless a priest is jolly Iwill not look at 
him. We don't want fellow with adeath’s 
head, who is always looking grim. Quite 
the contrary. We are ‘sent here for the 
purpose of doing noble work, and to amuse 
ourselves, not, lowever, like pigs, for pigs 
do not gét drunk systematically. (Laugh- 
ter.) Well, Norman McLeod says, ‘* If 
wo. are ever to haye a Church in Scotland 
that shall appeal to and satisfy all the 
noblest instincts of our hature, that shall 
gratify our tastes andeducate all the powers 
we have as men,wed together the truthful 
and the beautiful, and the holy and the 
sublime, and the graceful—then if such a 
Church in this country is to be a visible 
Church, it will neither be a bond kirk nor 
a free, but something bigger than both.” 
We. are sermonizing snobs. That is 
to say you don’t understand the se of 
amusement. I say eternal sermonizin, 

won't do without wise and consecrate 

amusement, for whatever we do, whether 
we sing, dance, drink, or abstain, it should 
be part of our religion. We should there: 
fore have a church that will consecrate 
dramatic amusement and all other amuse- 
ments. - Try to get up private theatricals 
in your halls of public amusement. Begin, 
in tho first place, with singing the fine 
dramatic songs of our Scottish ballads, 
which are small dramas—for instanco, ‘The 
Bonny House o! Airlie.”” (Laughter.) Then 
dreas in character, and, haye ‘Tak’ your 
auld cloak aboot ye” and you can follow 
that with Voood and married and a’, 
Wwoo'd and carried awn’. (The Profossor 
causoda burst of laughter by singing these 
two lines. and. the two following.) That, 
he proceeded, would be the commencement 
of drama, and you will find that nothing 
go delightfnlly dccupies an evening as private 
theatricals. Tt tequirés a little preparation 
certainly, whereas to get drunk requires no 
preparation at all, A man ray drink,and 
smoke, and soak, and die in a ditch, like a 
beast, without any prepares Thergfore 
Tend asI began, If you wish to save 
yourselves from the fashionable vices of tho | 
lower classes, rationalize and systematizo 
and organize amusement. (Loud applause.)

EXTRACT FROM HIS MEMOIR. 


“T shot the Long Sault rapid. A noble 
sight. The St. Lawrence, the king of 
streams, becomes compressed between rocky 
islands and a rocky shore. . The result is a 
wavy, foaming current—roaring like a big 
burn after a spate. Away goes the large 
steamer, four men atthe wheel forward, 
and four at the tiller astern ; down she 
whirls, the spray flying over her bows, and 
she brgulng-seventoor miles an hour. Sho 
cannot stem it, but she shoots itnobly. It 
isafine sight to see the majestic stream, 
crossed and angry and plunging and foam- 
ing like a pettish brook. The brook can 
be opposed; but what power will stem the 
fury of the St. Lawrence ? 

“Saturday, 16.—This day’s sail was beau- 
tiful exceedingly. It was through the 
Lake of the Thousand Isles, I had from 
reading ‘Honison’s Sketch of North Ameri- 
ca,’ when a boy, a vision of beauty and 
glory and underfined grandeur connected 
with this same lake, Like most things 
which appear fair:to the fancy, but reality 
did not come up to the dream; but still it 
was very beautiful. 

‘From Kingston we'proceeded by steam 
to Toronto, up the Bay of Quinte to Belle- 
ville, This bay is one of the fair scenes in 
Canada. The moon rose in glory and 
majesty, andjI was loath to quit the deck 
for!thé contined crib in the ‘spill cabin;

He began with the astounding statement,

of dollars, but dis here fountain for sin is 
open right here in Jacksonyille.” The con- 
gregation kept very quict until thé speaker 
alluded to their emancipation from slavery, 
and then tho shouts broke forth, They 
shouted again when he said, ‘* Dis college 
religion is good for notin’ nohow ;) but doe 

oor Ethiopian he know de way to glory.” 

Te was followed by a truly eloquent ex- 
horter, and then a young man kneeled down 
and poured forth « wonderful compound of 
prayer, exhortation, and hymns, in a loud 
yoice, amid: the sobs and wails of the ex- 
cited crowd. Thon came ‘‘singing in de 
money.” Amid this service of song, hats 
were passed around, and money brought to 
the pulpit by girls and lads, while old uncle 
Tiff nodded his approval. After the cash 
was counted, the minister announced ‘‘ To-

African Exploration. 


Lioutenant Camoron's Story of His 
African Journey, 
THE MOST RLABORATE ASTRONOMICAL ODSER= 
VATIONS YEP MADE LN THE TROPICS. 


On Tuesday ovening, the 11th inst., 
Lioutenant Cafmeron enjoyed the trium- 
phant reception which must) havo pmply, 
repaid him for all the trials and  porils of 
his journey of two yenws and vight months 
across Africa, Royal Geographical 
Society mot to welcont him, the Duke of 
Edinburgh presiding ; and St. James Hall 
to overflowing with a distinguish- 
ed audience, including the father, mother 
and three brothers of the explorer, On 
the platform were tho tattered. remains of 
the ss British flags with which Cameron 
started on his expedition, together with two 
smaller ones which he made on tho way 
and colored with native dyes, The skin of 
an antelope brought from Uganda, and 
three diminutive and fantastic idols from 
Urua, were also exhibited. . The Duke of 
Edinburgh introduced the heroic traveller 
in. a highly complimentary address; and the 
latter then told his story. 

The first object of his expedition, it will 
be remembered, was to reach and assist the 
lamented Livingstone, Startingfrom Zan- 
zibar in March, 1873, he did not reach Un- 
yanyembo-the Arab trading-post, lying near- 
ly between the Victoria Nyanza and Lake 
Tanganyika—until August Here, while 
prostrated by fever, he received’'the news 
of Livingstono’s death and the approach of 
his corpse, guarded by Chumah and Wain- 
wright. ‘Two days after this sad caravan 
had leftfor Zanzibar, Cameron set out for 
Ujjiji to save the papers which the great ex- 
plorer had left there, and, if possible, to 
continue the latter's work of discovery. He 
describes the first view of Lake Tanganyika 
from the brink of the éentral table land, as 
something marvellous; the vast blue lake 
Appeared to be sky and the mountains be- 
yond it floating clouds. In spite of severe 
attacks of fever and jophthalmia, he com- 

leted the entire circumnavigation of the 
lake in Feburary, 1874. He found 6 
rivers flowing into it, besides torrents and 
springs, and only one river—the Lukuga, 
on the western side—tlowing out. Mr, 
Stanley.and Dr, Livingstone had previous- 
ly established the fact that there was no 
northern outlet. The Lukuga wag discoyer- 
ed at a point about 25 miles south of that 
to which Capt. Speke crossed in Feburary, 
1858, 

The beginning of Cameron’s exploration 
was thus signalized by the settlement of a 
very important geographical problem, He 
appears tohave followedthe Lukuga but for 
a ore distance westward,and then to have 
taken Livingstone’s route to the great Lua- 
laba River. This stream he traced to a 
point buta few leaguesbeyond that reached 
by his predecessor, when the hostility of a 
native tribe barred his advance, But he saw 
the stream leave its northern course and 
turn westward, and his observation of its 
clovation above the sea-level conclusivol 
shows that itcan haye no connection with 
the Nile, The drainage of Lake Tanganyika 
into the Lualaba, and the identity of that 
river with the Congo, are therefore not abso- 
lutely proven,but they have reached a de- 
gree of probability which comes very near 
tocertainty. After being defeated in his 
attempt to follow the Lualaba, Cameron 
turned south weobtward through an —un- 
known region, of which he gives 0s as -yet 
but scanty reports. He represents it as a 
land of wonderful beauty and fruitfu'ness, 
with one of the grandest rivers and 
lake systems in the world. There are mea- 
dows where the grass grows to the height 
of 12 feet, and almost prevents travel. He 
there discovered another river, called the 
Lolame, flowing through a chain of lakes, 
which Sir Henry Rawlinson considers to be 
the true’ Lualaba. Beyond this he came 
upon a new political power in thé centre of 
Africa—the chief Kosango, whose’ author- 
jyed throughout a vast ex- 
tent of country, named Urua, , At the 
capital of this chief heremained for months, 
and then started for the westorn coast. 
His course led him along the’ watershed 
between the afiluents of the Congo and 
Zambesi rivers and the greater part of it, 
was over entirely new ground, He crossed 
Livingstone’s route from Loanda to the 
latter river, and finally reached the terri- 
tory known to the Portuguesé traders. At 
Benguela lie concluded this ° remarkable 
journey of 3,000 miles on foot, during 
which, in spite of disease, baffled toil, aad 
increasing dangers, he took nearly 5,000 
observations of latitude, longitude, and 
elevation. These are now being computed 
at the sGreenwich observatory, and they’ 
are said to be claborateand accurate beyond 
those furnished by any previous explorer, 

Sir Henry Rawlinson said that, on be- 
half of the Council of the Society, he had 
to express the high opinion they entertain- 
ed of the services rendered by Lieutenant 
Cameron to geography. They considered 
those services not only rendered to the 
cause of geography, but that thoy were of 
equal interest to the politician,the’merchant 
and the philanthropist. (Hear, hear.) 
Lieut. Cameron, although he made light of 
his journey, and seemed to treat it asa 
pleasuretrip,had traversed[upwards of 3,000 
miles on foot—a feat in which he was en- 
gaged, with very short intervals, two years 
and eight months, During that period he 
was exposed to the vicissitudes pf the cli- 
mate and to difficulties and hardships of all 
sorts, buthis courage never gave way. (Ap- 
plause.) He was upheld by that stout Eng- 
ish quality which was called pluck, which 
roso as the difficulties in the way increased 

determined as he was to do his duty 
and fulfil the task entrusted to him. 
Lieutenant Cameron had not been a mere 
explorer. Some travellers carried their 
oyes in their pocket, but he kept his eyes 
open, and the observations he mado, both 
astronomical and as to the physical charac- 
ter of tho country, were of an: oxtraordin- 
ary number, and wore now being computed 
at the Royal Observatory, Greenwich. One

Failures in Tree-Planting, 


There are various causes of failure in set- 
ting out,trees. Taking them up badly; 
chopping off the roots too much; allowing 
them to dry before replanting; leaving too 
much head; neglect of due preparation of 
soil; digging the holes too small; omitting 
to press the earth firmly around the roots; 
allowing the wind to move them backwhrdas 
and forwards, disturbing the fibers. This 
is a sufficiently formidable catalogue of 
evils, but there is yet another cause of fail- 
ure, more fruitful than any yet named, and 
that is planting too Reenty, On no account 
should a tree ever be planted lower down 
in the earth than it was before, and if mov- 
ed from a dry soil to a moist one, it should 


| door life, exercise, and pure sunshine. 


be set shallower. In fact, itisbetter toerr, 
if atall, on the side of shallowness, be- 
cause the law of growth will correct that 
evil, while there is no remedy for the deep 
planting. A tree soon adapts itself to its 
position, if not set too far down in the 
ground. Where the surface is dry, the 
roots naturally descend in search of mois- 
ture, and will keep going down till they 


find it. When the soil is wet, the roots 
will run along the surface. Too deep plant+ 
ing is burial, The roots are ont of reach 


of sun and air, and though the treo may 
struggle for a while, it will eventually die. 
To guard against the effects of the wind in 
shallow planting, stakes must be put down 
and the tree fastened to thom. They will 
soon bocome strong enough to stand ulone,

The Christ Church Troubles, 


A meeting of ‘the Protestant members of 
Christ Church, who have been requested to 
leave the congregation on account of their 
consciéntious opposition to the ritualistic in- 
novations of the Incumbent,’ as called by ad- 
vertisemont, was held in Coleman's Hall last 
night, , Mr, John Smith was appointed Chair- 
man, and Mp, J, W, London,was requested. to 
act as Secretary. rod 

About 60 members of Christ Church were 
present. Mr, Smith, the Chairman, opened 
the meeting by stating that they were called 
together to oppose the Rjtualism which had 
érept into the parish of Christ Church. 

Mr, Coleman addressed the meeting, con- 
domning the action of the last Vestry mecting, 
and showed by the report published that the 
resolution carried at the late Vestrics was 
principally composed of the votes by the 
women, numbering 73. 

Mr. Dunnot next read published reports of 
the Easter Vestries, and moved the following 
resolution, seconded by Mr, H. ‘Thompson : 

Whereas this meeting cannot acknowledge 
the Ves try of Christ Church, as an infallible 
guide in matters, of doctrines and practice, it 
declines to submit to its decision on such 
points, and whereas all the disturbance and 
difficulty in thecongregation have been caused 
by the present Incumbent's introduction of 
Ritualistic Tnnovations hitherto unknown in 
the parish. Those members of the congrega- 
tion who wish to maintain the Evangelical 
character of their church do not feel called. 
upon, to withdraw, but claim their rights ear- 
nestly to protesb against these innovations 
being forced upon them as they cannot heart- 
ily support their Chutch so long as these things 
are maintained.” 'Catried unanimously.

blue Water in Which the converts were to 
be immersed was surrounded on all sides by 
gentle rising hills all covered with soft 
grass and crowded by tall trees that were 
Juat budding irito the first bright foliage of 
summer. Not a cloud appeared to mar 
the peculiar brightness of the Oarolina sky, 
“A hush was in the air,” the trees were 
motionless,and the crowds that stood about 
the lake,as if entering fully into the solem- 
nity of thé occhsion, followed Nature's bx- 
ample, and were still, In one secluded 
corner, separated from the rest, and stand- 


ing at the water's edge, were the‘‘converts. 
There were some 200 of them, and they 
were of all ages, colors and sizes. The 
women, who stood at a little distance from 
the men, were dressed in becoming suits 
of white cotton cloth,and wore white hand- 
korchiefs bound about their heads. The 
men were also clothed in white, but were 
bareheaded. Whilo I was noticing these 
things,*the crowd of negroes behind the 
candidates fell back to the right and left, 
and through the lane thns formed two 
grey-headed black nien, dressed in flowing 
gowns of silk, walked slowly towards the 
“conyerts.” Arriving in the space which 
soparated the mon from the,women, a hol- 
low square was formed about them, and 
both knelt down.» One then commenced to 
pray ina voice which was plainly audible 
to the entire assémblage.. He spoke with 
but little of the negro accent, and his re-. 
marks were well worthy of the attention 
which they recdived. “He exhorted his 


«| hearers to remember that the mere cere- 


mony of baptism in water world not con- 
vert them ; they:would have to ke born 
again by the grace of God ; and then he 

rayed long and earnestly that the bless- 
ings of the new life might that day come to 
them. 

After the old man had finished a hymn 
was sung by the audience, and then, after 
a somewhat peculiar confession of faith on 
the part of the converts, the burden of 
which .was, “I believes de Lord have clean- 
ed my heart,” a tall negro, covered with a 
heavy black gown, walked slowly into the 
water. He felt hisway with along palm 
cane, on thetop of which a white silk flag 
was tied. When the water had reached his 
waist he stopped; ‘and, planting his cane 
firmly in the sandy bottom of the Lake, 
turned to where the converts stood and 
cried, ‘De waters ob de hosts am ready for 
de chosen.” Upon this two strong young 
black men, dressed in tight-fitting suits, of 
cloth came out from the crowd and stood 
at the edge of the water; thoy were followel 
by two other nogroes, who wore long, flow- 
ing gowns. ‘These men stepped into the 
water and walked slowly out to where the 
palm cane had been planted. As they did 
so the crowd of coriverts and those about 
them began to sing a peculiarly soft and 
touching melody, each verse of which end- 
ed in the words— 

We {5 propared, we's coming now, 

We'll be da’ wid you. 
When the hymn was finished, one of the 
ministers, standing in the water, delivordd 
a short address to the candidates. 


As the last words left the minister's lips, 
the candidates, singing, shouting, laughing 
fd crying, formed themselves into line, 
and then, two by two, marched to the 
water's edge ; here they were mét by the 
two young men, whom I have already men- 
tioned,and conducted to the ministers, who, 
after asking their names, cried, “ ‘Fore 
God, inde name of de Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost, I baptise yer.” Then they 
were immersed, and afterward conducted 
back to the shore by the attendants. Here 
they were received by the shouts and songs 
of their friends and hurriad off toadjacent 
tents to change their clothes, The tirst 
half dozen candidates went through the 
ceremony without much noise or display, 
but as the audience became more and more 
excited, shouts of ‘Day is comin’ to glory,’ 
‘Daylight is a breakin’,’ ‘ Sure, sure ‘fore 
jod,’ ‘Bross do hosts,’ were heard on every 
side. The candidates joined in these cries, 
and began to act like madmen. Thoy 
shouted, jumped and cried: ‘ I’se happy,” 
screamed one, ‘ Christ am hore,” yelled 
another, and “Foro God we's all goin’ to 
glory,” ‘shouted half a dozon in chorus, 
Then they began to sing, and the refrain :

Almost every day adds to ve verre 
already yn record, that the declara- 
tions prions of the First Minis- 
ter of tho Crown in Canada, whether 
in the House or elsewhere, when deal- 
ing with questions of State, are utterly 
unreliable, This may be unusually strong 
language to use in reference to a Premier, 
but do not facts justify its use? When 
Mr. Mackenzio declared, in 1875, that in 
purchasing somo $2,500,000 worth of steel 
rails when they were not required, he was 
acting on the advice of Mosars. Darling and 
Workman, two extensive iron dealers in 
Montreal ; he must have known that he 
was deceiving the House ; these gentle- 
men haying declared over their own signa- 
tures, that they knew nothing of the in- 
tention of the Government to purchase 
until they saw the advertisement calling for 
tenders published in the Montreal He rald. 
There are other instances of want of can- 
dor equally flagrant with that which we have 
just cited, to which we might draw atten- 
tion, but shall confine ourselves at present 
to one of a more recent date. 

When the Militia estimates were under 
discussion, during the last session of Par- 
liament,the member for North Hastings, in 


‘Flood at Ottawa. 


Ottawa reports say that one of tho piors 
mipporting Baldwin's elevated railway was 
carriod away to-day, and 50,000 fect of 
lumbor was carried down tho river, All 
tho lumber yards arocomplotely sabmerged 
and shipping cannot be carried on. Large 
numbors of bargemen are, in consequence, 
lying around idle. 

At Portage du Fort, on the Upper Otta: 
wa, one of the bridges has been swopt 
away,and houses are inundated on alt sides. 
Much damage has been done to wharves 
and storehouses. 

At Quio,a lange number of villagers have 
had to remoye from their buildings. 

At Pembroke, canoes are the only way 
to travel the back streets. It is feared 
when the north water comes down the de- 
struction of property will be much greater: 

At Ottawa the mills aro all stopped. Tho 
Chanudiere Falls are almost invisible, owing 
to the great olovation of water in the ket- 
tle. The 15,000 logs which had escaped 
from Quio on the 10th inst., were going 
over the falls yesterday.

The Queen's Cup. 
In the New York Spirit of the, Times, 
we find the following in regard to the 
race for the Queen’s Cup: ‘‘The Regatta 
Committee of the New York Yacht Olub 
have been vested with power to make the 
selection of the yacht that is to measure 
speed with the Countess of Dufferin in the 
contest for the Queen’sOup. It will be 
impossible for them to give general satis- 
faction in their choice,as nine yacht owners 
out of ten firmly believe that they own the 
fastest inthe fleet, but it will reflect far 
more credit on the Olub they represent if 
they name a yacht thirty days before the 
contest, in order to avoid criticism that

Mey, tot been Billed and itces nol thee 
tention of the Government to fill them, It was 
the intention of the Government to reduce the 
staff, and it was a matter of consideration in 
what way this should be done.” 

This declaration is so clear that it can- 
not be misunderstood. No doubt it was 
made for the purpose of stopping further 
discussion upon the subject, and to prevent 
any motion being made asking for retrench- 
ment in this particular branch of the Mili- 
tia service. Could any answer be more 
pointed and less evasive than this of the 
Premier? The reason for such an answer 
is obvious to those who have given the sub- 
ject any attention. The Major-General in 
his report, says: ‘Some of the districts 
“are overstocked with statf, most of whom 
“have almost asinecurefor three-fourths of 
“the year.” This opinion had been quoted, 
and declarations of an expensive staff with 
nothing to do were ringing in his ears, when 
Mr. Mackenzie made his speech on the 6th 
of April last,declaring that reduction in the 
staff was to take place, and that no vacan- 
cies were to be filled until it had been “re- 
duced to almost one-half its present propor- 
tions.” Yet what do we find? Parliament 
has net been prorogued one month, and the 
sound of his voice has scarcely had time to 
dieaway,much less his utterances be forgot- 
ten, when he deliberately falsifies his own 
record, as may be seen by an Ottawa tele- 
gram to the Toronto Globe of the 10th inst, 
which we have a rightto accept as correct. 
Here it is; 

“The following appoi 
made :—Lieut.-Col es Dae oe 
Major, of Quebec, to be Deputy ‘Adjutant- 
General of Military District No. 7, vice Lieut,- 
Colonel Cassault, who retiros in consequence 
of ill health.

PICTON CHURCH TROUBLES, 


In another column will be found a letter 
from a leading member of St. Mary Mag- 
daleno’s Ohurch, Picton, relating to the 
trouble in that Church. In a former notice 
of this matter we counselled moderation 
and forbearance upon the laity, and we do 
so still. We believe they can gain all they 
want from the Rector by persevering in 
a moderate course. We object as a 
strongly as our correspondent to some 
of the hymns in Hymns Ancient and 
Modern, but, as we have said, the matter 
can be preaniger without any ‘serious 
trouble. We stated that the Rector is ‘‘one 
of the most hard-working and pains-taking 
clergymen in the Diocese,” and this our 
correspondent denies, but gives no reason 
for doing so. We adhere to that statement 
believing it to be perfectly correct. Per- 
haps his discretion ia not equal to his zeal 
—indeed we are afraid in some cases he is 
very indiscreet, and we have do doubt he 
would admit this himself. ‘ Vincit Veri- 
tas” asks us “whyit is thatthere is so much 
jangling between the priests and the people 
in the Church of England all round? 
Witness the scenes inGracp Church, To- 
ronto, St. Thomas and Christ's Church, 
Belleville, as well as clsewhere.” Our 
opinion is that the whole trouble arises 
from the extreme indiscretion of the 
clergymen of the parishes referred to: 
Clergymen, asa rule, are often sadly want- 
ing in discretion, and we fear that we must 
say that in this respect tho clergymen of 
the Church of England are the worst of all, 
judging from the frequency with which 
they are the cause of trouble in the Church 
about mere trifles, such as whether a com- 
munion table should have logs or not, &e. 
Tho laity, asa rule are disposed to aid and 
assist rather than obstruct or oppose tho 
clergy, but anything savouring of Fitualism 
or innovations we are pleased to seo they 
are not disposed to tolorato, If the clergy 
would take note of this feeling it would 
wave them avery great deal of unnocos- 
sary trouble.

It may be never 
again to look upon the bright, verdure- 
clad earth ; but, cithor way, the know- 
ledge of that kind word spoken, or that 
gencrous offering, willsaye you many an 
hour of gloom. 

Then the present will seem translucent 
with the kindling rays of a spring-tide 
morn, the days brighter, the hours shorter, 
and the sense of reward which is written 
in your heart the dearest that endures out- 
side of the hope beyond. 


Barly Instruction. 

The carly instruction imbibed from a 
penne life has the strongest influence in 
forming the future character. Before the 
mind is matured enough to think for itself, 
we look to those whom nature has consti- 
tuted our guardians, to correct and sanc- 
tion our opinions. In this way the paternal 
authority gains a hold upon the minds of 
children that can neverbe annhilated. And 
happy indeed wouldit be if the results were 
always the formation of a noble and manly 
character, Intelligent and well-educated 
parenta exert a glorious and beneficial pow- 
er ; butthose who are darkened by ignor- 
rance, and chained by prejudice, transmit 
their intellectual qualities, as well as per- 
sonal features totheir unfortunate descend- 
ants.

He must 
meet the ignerance and obstinacy of the 
one, and give a right direction to the per- 
verted powers of the other. And after he 
has labored with all the assiduity of an 
almost self-aacrificing zeal, he must con- 
sider it an instance of rare felicity toescape 
a torrent of bitter invective, How many 
worthy instructors havo had their peace as- 
sailed by the unjust reproaches of discon- 
tented parents, How many parents have 
seen cause of deepand hearty repentance 
that they ever lent a credulous ear to the 
complaints of boyish pettishness ! Have 
you a son? Beware how you make the 
idle effusions of an irritated temper the 
ground of serious accusation against his in- 
tellectual guide, As you value the con-

last. Acting, we suppose, upon the same 

principle, the London Advertiser has com- 
enced an agitation, by which it desires 
to reform the present mode of constituting 
the Dominion Cabinet. At Confederation 
five Ministors wore given to Ontario, four 
to Quebeo, two to Nova Scotia, and two to 
Now Brunswick. No change was made in 
this distribution of Cabinet seats by the 
admission of Manitoba and British Colum- 
bia, or Prince Edward Island, until the 
crisis in 1873, when the party at present in 
power, in order to defeat the late Govern- 
ment, deprived Ontario of one of its 

Cabinet representatives and gave jt to the 

Tsland of Princo Edward, by which man- 

couyre the prosont Minister of the Interior 

was secured, together with the influence 
which he could and did bring to the then 
Opposition, which resulted in tho defeat of 
the Macdonald Ministry. : 
‘At that time no objections were taken 
by the Conservative press to the locality 
from which the Cabinet Ministers were se- 
lected, nor were any complaints made be; 
cause Ontario had lost one of its represen- 
tatives. Sectionalism having been the curse 
introduced into all our political contests by 
the so called Liberal party for years pre- 
vious, it was not the policy in the interest 
of the country, that the Conservative party 
should follow in their wake, though an op- 
portunity presented itself by which politi- 
cal capital could haye been made, They 
preferred allowing the Grits to  stultify 
their former professions in this respect, as 
they subsequently did in many others, to 
raising a ery which was improper, and 
which; when in power they had condemn- 
ed. This state of things was not to last; 
the old leaven, though inoperative for a time, 
hasagain stirred up the love of agitation 
and change, which has lain dormant for a 
few years, and we now find the Western 
organ of the Minister of Justice demanding 
a seat in the Cabinet for somo, what it 
terms, “Wostern Man.” What particular 
lot, concession, township, village, town or 


party 


wo aro not informed, but somewhere west 
must be the spot, if the London Advertiser 
isto be appeased. Looking at the Cabinet 
as constituted at present, in this respect, 
it ought to meet the requirements of 
its friends, if sectionalism and lo- 
cality are to be consilored a requisite 
to political favor. Mr. Blake represents 
a north-western constituency, Mr. Macken- 
zie a south-western constituency, Mr. Cart- 
wright a central constituency; and Mr. 
Scott, in order to have an eastern man, was 
brought out of the Proyince of Quebec to 
live in Ottawa, in order to qualify him for a 
aca‘ in the Senate,where he hasthe honor of 
representing no constituency, nonyany one 
save himself. Yet with this distribution 
the Adcertiser is not satisfied ; it wants some 
one from in or about London—who, it docs 
notsay. Perhaps this agitation was with 
4 view of bringing. into official life the re- 
doubtable Davin Grass, who was waited 
upon by the Reformers of North Middlesex 
to contest that constitu But David 
was too astute tobe caught in that net, 
Contracts with the Government for build- 
ing telegraph lines, etc. , afford much better 
compensation for his political services than 
any prospective seat inthe Cabinet, hence he 
declined the honorof becominga candi- 
date.

Occasionally a 
thistle would dodge the cultivator, which 
should be grubbed out a foot deep, with a 
good, long-shanked grub hoe, Do this for 
two years, andthe Canada thistle will be 
dead. To work the fallows I should plough 
deep and harrow, then would have ashovel 
ploughshare made three feet wide, with a 
loop through the middle just right to slip 
over the point of any common plonghshare, 
With such a plough one can plough five 
acres por day; don't need to be plonghed 
more than four inches deep, and just as 


often as a thistle can be found appearing in 
sight, Ishould ron my plough through the 
fallow. Of course this cannot be dorie where 
there are stumps or rocks, but thoroughly 
cultivate land in this way two years in suc-

Britain’s Latest Territorial Acqui- 
sitions, 

The British Empire continues to grow 
and, from time to time, new territories are 
silently added to itsalready enormous bulk, 
Within the four past weeks the consider- 
able island of Socotra has been acquired by | 
a treaty with the Arab powers, which was 
arranged by the British Resident at Aden. 
Socotra is an Island some seventy miles 
long andtwenty wide atits greatest breadth, 
Tt has an area of about a thousand 
square miles. It lies in the Indian Ocean, 
alittle east of the eastermost point of 
Africa, nineteen hundred miles from Suez, 
and gleven hundred miles from Bombay. 
Its exports consist solely of gums and aloes, 
but it is satisfactory to learn that in ad- 
dition to these it produces a supply of fine 
fat cattle for domestic cousumption. The 
coast is extremely arid, but the interior of 
the island is occupied by a range of moun- 
tains rising to about five thousand feet,and 
possessing a certain amount of vegetation. 
During several months in the year tho 
climate is humid. The island is agreeably 
free from poisonous and ferocious animals, 
and the inhabitants are described as a fine 
race, of a gentle disposition, and 
they number about 5,000. The British

In a certain farm-house Brenton ago 
a great blank book was kept, and labeled 
Home Journaly Brel night somebody 
made anentry init, Father sot down the 
snlo of tho calves, or mother the cutting of 
the baby’s eye-tooth ; or Perhaps, Jenny 
wrote a full account of the sleighing party 
last night ; or Bob the proceedings of the 
Phi Beta Club ; or Tom scrawled “ Tried 
my new gun. Bully. Shot into the fence 
and Johnson’s old cat.” 

On toward tho middle of the book there 
was an entry of Jonny's marringe, and one 
of the younger girls had added a descrip- 
tion of the brides-maids’ dresses, and long 
afterward there was written, ‘ This day 
father died,” in Bob’s trembling hand. 
There was a blank of many months after 
that. 


But nothing could have served botter to 
bind that family of headstrong boys and: 
irls together than the keeping of this 
ook. They come back to the old home- 
stead now, men and women with grizzled 
hair, to see their mother who is still living, 
and turn over its pages reverently wit 
many a hearty laugh, or the tears coming 
into their eyes. It is their childhood come 
back again in visible shape. 


There are many other practical ways in 
which home ties can be strengthéned and 
made more enduring for children, and 
surely this is as necessary and important a 
matter in the management ofa household 
as the furnishing of the library or chambers 
in good taste, or the accumulation of bric- 
a-brac. One most direct way is the keep- 
ing of anniversaries; not Christmas, Easter, 
nor the first of July alone, but those which 
belong to that home alone. The children’s 
birthdays, the mother’s wedding day, the 
day when they all came intothe new homo, 
There are a hundred cheerful, happy little 
events which some cheerfu an happy 
little ceremony will make a life-long plea- 
sure, The Germans keep alive their strong 
domestic attachments by just such means 
as these; it seems natural and right to 
their children that all the house should be 
turned topsy-turvyy with joy at Vater or 
Mutter’s Geburtstag ; while to the Amer- 
ican boy or girl it isa matter of indiffer- 
ence when his father or mother were born, 
We knowa house in which it is the habit to 
give to each servant a trifling gift on tho 
anniversary of their coming into the fami 
and, as might be expected, these anniver- 
saries return for many years. Much of 
the same softening, humanizing effect may 
be produced by remembering and’ humor- 
ing the innocent whims and peculiarities of 
children, Among hard-working people it 
is the custom too often to bring up a whole 
family in platoons, and to atin them 
through childhood by the same general, in- 
flexible rules, They must cattho same dishes, 
wear thesameclothes,work, play, talk accord- 
ing to tho prescribed notions of father or 
mother. When right or wrong is concern- 
ed, let the rule be inexorable; but when 
taste, character, or stomach only is, invol- 
yed, humor the boy. Be to Tem’s red 
trayat a little blind; make Will the pud- 
ding that he likes, while the others choose 
pie. They will be surer of your affection 
than if you sentimentalized about a 
mother’s loye for an hour. Furthermore 
do not grow old yourself too soon, Buy 
chess-boards, dominoes, bagatelle ; learn 
to play games with the boys and girls ; en- 
courage thom to ask their friends to din- 
ner and tea, and take care that your dress 
and the tablo be petty and attractive, that 
the children may be ashamed of neither.

The Agvienltival Gazette records that 
the Teviotdale district isat present suffer 
ing from a most) extraordinary scourge of 
mice. Though this is the first notice which 
has appeard in print, it las been going on 
for months in that district and in Eskdale, 
It is supposed that the indiscriminate 
slaughter of hawks and other birds of prey 
has disturbed the balance of nature, and 
allowed the mice to multiply to 80 over- 
whelming an oxtent that the consequences 
to the farmers, are likely to be serious. 
Our contemporary understands that the 
Duke of Buecleuch’s head keeper has given 
orders that in the meantime the hawks, &c. 
are to be preserved—a remedy that will,of 
course, ate effect in time, but cannot re- 
coup the farmers for present loss. 

The amount of travel on the English 
railways ip the vicinity of London is pro- 
digious and almost imeredible. A writer 
in Chambers’ Journal says the average num- 
ber of trains running cach week day over 
the Metropolitan extension of the Chatham 
and Dover line, a distance of twelve miles, 
is 546, The number of passengers convey- | 
ed over this road during six months is over 
7,000,000, On Whit Monday last the Met- 
ropolitan Railway carried 244,000 persons, 
and during Whitsun week over 1,088,000 
passengers fravelled on that underground 
Tine. One-sixteenth of the entire popula- 
tion of London made use of this railway in 
one day without an accident. In the 
busiest time of day, between 9 and 10 0’- 
clock in the morning, a train passes over 
the line every forty-three seconds—or seven 
trains in five minutes. In the courso of 
the day 728 trains have run backwards and 
forwards, safoty being secured hy insuring 
not an interval of time, but of space, be- 
tween the several trains. During twelve 
years 294,258,555 persons haye been trans- 
ferred over this road. “Within ‘a single 
twelve-month the Great Western Railway 
ran 255,986 trains, some of them oarrying 
700 passengers, Tho express train on this 
road is the fastest in the world, and runs at 
the rate of seventy-seven and a quarter 
miles in an hour and a quarter,! 


TRELAND, 


The Cork buttcr season of '75-6 closed 
on April 8. The receipts during the year 
were £431,803, which showed an increase 
over the previous year of £63,320, 

At a meeting of the O'Connell Monument 
Commiltee recently, correspondence with 
Mr. Teniswood was read, from which it 
appeared that there is little prospect of the 
monumént being completed and erected be- 
fore the mid-summer of 1879. 

A grocer’s porter, named M'Keown, was 
charged at the Police Office, Dublin, » with 
haying thrown his wife and child out of 


the window of his lodging, in Chancery | 


Lane. It appeared, however, according to 
his statement and that of his little daugh- 
ter, that the woman, who had been lying 
asleep drunk on the floor of the room, sud- 
denly got up, and taking the child in her 
arms, went to the open window and step- 
ped out, falling a depth of sixty feet to the 
street below, Neither mother nor infant 
was killed, but their recovery is doubtful. 
Thé accused was remanded, but admitted 
to bail. 

Emigration statistics have been. issued 
showing the number of emigrants, natives 
of Ireland, who left the country during the 
first three months of the years 1875 and 
1876, also of the total emigration in each 
year from the first of May, 1851, to the 
31st of March, 1876. We tind from these 
tables that the total number of emigrants 
from the first quarter of 1875 was 8,540, of 
whom 4,856 were males and 3,984 females, 
In the corresponding three months of the 
present year the total number of emigrants 
was 6,762, of whom 4,067 were males and 
2,695 females. The total net decreases dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1876, as compared 
with 1875, was, therefore, 1,778, I¢ is in- 
teresting to note the abrupt variation in the 
volume of the exodus. ‘Taking thamonth- 
ly figures for the first quarter of both years, 
we tind that 1,806 persons emigrated’ from 
Ireland in January, 1875, against an in- 
creased total of 1,901 in 1875, the figures 
fell in the next. two months from 2,631 in 
February, 1875, to 1,950 in February, 1876; 
and from 4,103 in March of last year, to 
2,807 during the month last passed. It is 
very sure that the total emigration for this 
year will be greatly the smallest recorded 
since 1851, the year which heads thoag stat- 
istics. Lastyenr the total emigration was 
51,462, against 75,184 in 1874, and 90,149 
in the year previous.

Mrs. A, T, Stewart's Home, 


The structure at the northwest corner of 
Thirty-fourth street aud Fifth avonue, Now 
York, haa often been likened to a mauno 
leum. Its atately white marble, and the 
barenness of its surroundi might have 
suggestod that conceit. Tho thought was 
doubtless in the minds of hundreds who 
looked at it on the day of the funeral of the 
millionaire merchant, and knew that in it 
lay a corpse. But the interior of this 
grand edifice isthe) very reverse ofits cold 
extorior, Whoover goes in by the gnain 
entrance in Thirty-fourth strect stops first 
into a magniticent passage way of polished 
white marble. ‘Tho sides, the ceiling, and 
the floor are all of marble, chilling in effect 
and vault-like. Tho joining of the slabs 
is perfect, and the polished surface is so 
bright that the placeseems a fabled chamber 
of crystal. A glante beyond, into the cen- 
tral vestibule, relieves the eyes, for there 
you see warmth, cheerfulness, and evi- 
dences of luxury. The. ceiling fifty fect 
aloft, is elaborately freschod, aid there is 
aglassdome, On both sides halls lead 
rectangularly from the passage entrance. 
Straight ahead is the entrance to the pic- 
ture gallery. A staircase of Italian mar- 
ble, renootully winding, to the slintpning: 
dome, with broad steps, all unsupporte: 
except as one side is embedded in the wall, 
is a triumph of architecture. 1t was chis- 
eled in Italy. The sides ofthe vestibule 
are beautified with carvings. The hall 
stands hold large mirrors, and are made of 

nolished wood. with jesters’ heads, atop. 
Phe settees are of walnut inlaid with ebony 
andcarved. A chandelier of bronze has 
twelve globes, delicate and beautiful in 
formation, and is in design similar to the 
others throughout the, house, 
lighted and extinguished by elec! 

The reception room, at therjght of the 
main entrance, is about twenty~by thirty 
feet in area, and the floor and wainscoting 
are of marble. Erescoing in’ bright colors 
covers the ceiling and the sides above the 
marble, A mirror, over amantel that is a 
fine specimen of carving, extends to the 
ceiling, andis framed in gilt and mosaic of 
colored wood. The chairs, a card table, 
sofas, and other furniture are all magnifi- 
cent. ¥ 

The sumptousness thus far is only a pre- 
paration fora views of thegrand drawings 
room,entered by way of the reception-room | 
and'situated on the fifth fee side, It 
is forty-seven. feetelOng, twenty-four wida, 
eighteen high,and in costliness far surpass- 
es any other private apartment in the city. 
Gilding and painting have been lavishly ex- 
pended on the ceiling. The. slide-doors 
are marvels of workmanship, Five windows 
like the rest in the house, are of plate glass 
in single panes. ‘Two chandeliers represent 
an expenditure of thousands of dollars. 
The floor of marble is covered with a carpet, 
that baffles guess work aste cost) The fur- 
nitnre is gilded and inlaid, 

The picture gallery is bétter/known, be- 
cause artists and others hayo been admitted 
to ibupon the written orders of Mr. Stewart. 
It isin the wing at the north side of the 
house. Theheightis fifty feetin the oblong 
dome, and the area is twenty-eight by seven- 
ty Three hundred gis jets give the light, 
Among the pictures are the originals of 
such celebrated paintings as Rosa Bonheur’s 
“Horse Fair,” Da Bufe’s “Prodigal Son,” 
and Chureh’s ‘‘Niagara.” The collection 
is said to have cost more than’ $000,000. 
A carpet and inagsive arm chairs are the 
furniture of the gallery. 

The music room, resembling-the reception 
room in size and adornnient, is ft the north 
side of the hotise, adjoining the drawing 
room, these Vhree apartments filling the 
eastern half of the main story. 4 

The dining room, entered westerly from 
the vestibule, is another of the marvels of 
the house. It is thirty-two feot by nineteen 
with wheight of cighteon feet. | The}fresca- 
ing of thy sides and top includes hunting 
and fishing scenes and medallions of game,- 
The dining table and arm chairs are mas- 
sive, and carved in the shape of fruit and 
flowers. Four sideboards in the comers, 
besides being artistically carved, have large 
figures cutout of wood—a bust of Bacchus, 
a siren, afawn and «nymph. A break: 
fast room,abouba third eae and adjoin- 
ing, resembles it in decoration and furni- 
ture. A butler’s foom is provided with 
closets,a dumb waiter from the kitchen be- 
low, and every convenience for the serying 
of meals, ‘The cooking laundry, and wine 
rooms are in the basement, from which an 
iron staircase runs to the upper stories, so 
that the seryants may not use the grand 
staircase, 

The Fifth avenue side of the second story 
is the library, of the size of the drawing 
room underneath. The height is sixteen 
feet. Eight large bookcases are made of 
French walnut and ebony, and the doors 
are set with mirrors, so that the books are 
ordinarily out of sight. On these cases, 
are figures representing Science, Poetry, 
Agriculture, Commerce, Music, Art, War, 
and Sculpture. Little is known of the 
books, and a brief examination reveals few 
unique works among them. ‘The library 


holstered in green leather, The floors of 
this story, like those below, are of marble, 
either bare or carpeted ; the wainscotings 
are also of marble, and the rest of the. sur- 
faces are frescoed. 

A billiard room, adjoining the libravy, is 
furnished in rose and satin woods. It has 
a billiard table, a revolving cue rack of 
fine workmanship, and two sofas and chairs 
on raised platforms. 

Mr, and Mrs. Stewart's bedr in the 
southwest corner of this story, is nineteen 
by thirty-two feet, in size, .The bed ia a 
maryel.of cabinet work, ‘The woods’ are 
various, in mosaic and carved, On tho 
headboard a woman is painted floating in 
tho air at sur —omblematicofthe morn- 
ing. On the footboard a Cupid is painted. 
A large wardrobe is embellished in the samo 
expensive way,and also with Mr, Stewart's 
self-designed coat of arms—a white and 
blue shield bearing lion rampant. ‘The 
ML a8 ofthe sofa and chairs is in 
blue satin, which is the dominant color in 
the carpet. -Bath and dressing-room, pov- 
fect in appointyonts, are adjacent. 

The sleeping rooms for guosta avo in the 
third story, and the servants’ rooms are in 
tho top story.

Origin of the Great Lakes. 


The question of the origin of the great 
Inkos is ono that requires more observation 
and study than haye yet been given to it, 
before we can be said to have solved all the 
problems it involves.

This at least may be positively asserted 
in regard to the agency of ice inthe exca- 
vations of the lake basins, that their bot- 
toms and sides, whereyer exposed to ob- 
servation,if composed of resistant materials 
bear indisputable evidence -of ice action ; 
proving that these basins were filled by 
moving glaciers in the last ice period, if 
neyer before,and that part, at least of the 
| erosion by which they were formed is due 
to these glaciers. —Home Scientist.

tent, to evade payment and deprive the plain- 
tiffs of the benetit of the subscription ; that 
Charles McIntosh was ancl is a person of no 
means, and was and is wholly unable to pay 
any calls in respect of the said shares ; that 
McIntosh gave no value or consideration for 
the shares, and in fact took them upon the 
understanding that he would Retrinati if re- 
quired, and folds them asa trustee for the 
Corporation ; that plaintiffs have never, as- 
sontod tothe transfer ; that divers calls have 
been made upon such shares, since the date 
of transfer, but that the Corporation has not

1 us 
compressed yeast ; but, for persons living 
in the country, there are many varieties of 
good dried yeast, which can be bought so 
cheaply that it is hardly best to make it. 
Lastly, the potato has an important place ; 
two or three good potatoes for a small. bak- 
ing, —say four loaves. 

If the weather is cool, start your 
at night for the next day's baking.

grocers sometimes keep it in a warm 
till it is quite spoiled. Peel and_ boil 
tatoes ; when dono, mash carefully and do 
not put the water in which they are boiled 
into your bread. One pint of m water 
will be sufticient for one small ¥ ; put 
into this the potato and the yeast, then 
stir in sifted flour enough to make a. stiff 
paste, or sponge, Coyer the pan carefully, 
and set it in a warm closet or room to rise. 
Do not set it near a stove, where one side 
will be hot and the other cold, put in some 
place regularly warned. If {the night is 
very cold,wrap the pan with warm blank- 
ets. Remember that regular, steady 
warmth is the great Secret of sucgess in 
bread-making.

Having allowed our bread to take a 
night’s rest, we inspect it in the morning. 
If water stands on tle sponge, itis not 
well ; you did not stir it thick enough ; or 
perhaps, the flour is not good. Poor flour 
grows thin on standing while the best will 
swell and thicken up. Right here let me 
say, donot be in haste to condemn the 
flour and return it to the grocer. I once 
had a good. lesson on this subject, when I 
was © young housekeeper. We were in- 
vited to a little tea-party at the house of 
the chief miller of the town in which we 
lived. ‘The lady was a fine cook, and her 
beautiful bread and biscuit were praised 
by all. I wasespecially loud in my praise, 
and said jestingly, ‘‘Well, no wonder Mrs, 
B. has good bread ; she hasa miller at 
home to supply her with the very best 
flour.” She at once replied naively, ‘‘Why 
Mrs, E., this bread was’ made from th 
flour which you returned as bad flour. 
Of course I had no more to say, but took 
pains in the future to give my flour a fair 
trial before returning it to that miller. 


To go back to our. sponge :—We will 
suppose that itis light and in good order 
we will also suppose that you wish to make 
both brown and white bread, First sift 4 
or 5 quarts 3 i y cold it 
will need to bé@carefully warmed.

Divide 
the sponge, setting a part of it aside, 
while you make the white bread.

Koop all the doors closed, 
and watch to keep it warm. Remember 
it is to be as carefully protected from cold 
asa baby.

Add'to tlie sponge one pint of warin water, 
one teacup of coarse wheat bran, salt as 
before, and one-fourth cup of molasses ; 
then add white flower till the caveats stiff, 
and work the bread just as you did the 
white broad.

Ran- 
dall managed to got away from him, but 
Doyle again caught him, and Randall again 
endeayored to get away, but could not, 
There were thon, he says, a number of men 
quite near, whe could have separated them, 
but they took no action to that end. On 
seeing this, Randall made up his mind that 
Doyle intended to beat him, and he drew 
his pocket-knife to defend himself, at the 
same time warning Doyle to keep back, but 
he was apparently in a maddened condition 
from drink, foaming at the mouth, and 
rushed at Randall, who opened his knife 
and struck two blows with it, one cutting 
the cheek and the other penetrating about 
theribs.

Black Reports from Black Hills. 


New York, May A Richmond, Va., 
dispatch says an explosion of fire damp oc- 
curred on Saturday in Midlothian mine, Ches- 
terfield County, Va,, by which five white and 
three colored miners were killed and two 
seriously injured. 

A despatch dated with Colonel Royal’s

Bollovillo. has witnessed many onthu- 
sinstic celebrations of the birthday of Queen 
Victoria, but seldom, if over, ono more 
satisfactory than that of yesterday, The 
woather was all that could be dogired, a

Japan's Sacred City. 


DY HELEN H. 8, THOMPSON. 


Kiyoto is situated in a rich and fortile 
valloy, in the heart of the empire, surrond- 
od-by mountains, and is some fifteen milos 
indiameter. In ppint of Rope it 
ranks the third city in Japan—Yeddo and 
Osaka taking precedence. Hor rulers 
claim-to-roprosont «dynasty that-has-out- 
lived over, Le ane globe ; havin 
Seiithe riso and fall 6fcvery empire ant 
frerp dyno that has hold'sway from tho 
time that Nebuchadnezzar led his hosts 
from Babylon against Zedekiah to tho 
present. | 

Her inhabitants number the same as did 
tho ancient eternal city, Damascus, » It 
also, like that city of olden timos, lies in 
an oxtendod'pliih of groat beauty, environ- 
ed with hills ; but unlike her compeer, not 
a boggar is to bo seen in her strocts, stor 
any half fed or scantily clad. 


To..appreciate.the..momentous,changes 
which, the past four years, have “deyeloped 


in this empire, startling enough to arouse 
thé abap ot wRip Vai Winkle, the reader 
must fully understand that until within 
eight years the doctrine of the divine rights 
of kinys has received additional support by 
_tho tradition of the Emporor's divinoascent 
as the Son/of Heaven. 
was awsacred~ being ; "his place sacrer 
edifice; and tho Eternal City,as his home,a 
sacred and privileged “spot. The undis- 

uted ruler of the thirty-four millions of 
Fegan, and holding undoubted sway. for 
two thousand five hundred years, claimed 
also to be the head of the church—while 
wiblding his powerful sceptre in reality as 
a prisoner from behind gloomy walls, too 
sacred for the gaze.of mortals. 

The palace grounds, where the Mikado 
has been confined for centuries, affo: 
scope for the farthest stretch of imagina- 
tion, forsridéthing is visibl@jfrom without 
but the tops of the tallest trees. The city 
itself has been so unapproachable that even 
the princes who governed the provinces 
might not enter except by. special. permis- 
sion, and no foreigners whatever except 
the highest diplomatic: representatives of 
foreign powers. 

Behold the change! Wide open are 
flung not only the gates of the empire but 
of the sacreif city and palace grounds. The 
traveller, is no loi subjected to espion- 
age but treated with that wholesome neg- 
lect due to honest and friendly visitors 
from a kindly people. Our party roamed 
at will about the palace grounds, where 
hitherto the Mikado'was carried in a close 
chaise, unseen by anysave,his, attendants, 
These grounds contain twenty acres, “and 
are walled in with aimmense embankment. 
It is a spot of rare beauty, with miniatyre 
mountains, lakes, caverns and waterfalls, 
Tea-houses are scattered here and there, 
with flowers growing upon their moss- 
grown roofs, offering refreshment and thea- 
nectar such as is found nowhere else on the 
lobe.” As we wandered about ‘Here ‘and 
there} often coming upon some surprisein 
shape of tiny temple or imposing statue, 
fancy pictured the mighty prisoner in this 
gilded cage. Now that he resides where 
he pleases and travels at will, the new 
sense of liberty throbbing athis heart finds 
itsiway through the veins of his.numerous 
subjects, and its sinewy, pulsations 
throughout the whole empire. Our 

Kiyoto is the Boston of Japan ; or rather 
Boston and Lowell combined. Here the 
critical traveller will find both treasures of 
artand wonders of manufacturing commerce, 
The elite of the land dwell there—wise men 
of the East indeed, “Among (them are 
numbered seven hundred physicians. 
Among its wonders of art and commerce 
may be cited immense. works ,of bronze, 
which are “found about the temples and 
throughout the vsst city. Numberlesshalls, 
filed with paintings on. silk, and for 
naturalfiess insurpassed ; soméonaground- 
work twenty feet square, inwrought with 
the needle in perfect colors -with the finest 
silk, impressing one,a8 the work/of age. 

Kiyoto is laid out with singular precision 
and beauty. Public parks and tea-houses 
(‘‘rest-houses’’) are found.all oyenthe city, 
Visions of beauty they are, and the tea- 
house is a character, furnishing charminy 
retreats here in the heart of a great city, 
with flowers, ars and climbing plants. 
The temples, too, are everywhere, and al- 
ways open, wooing young and old to wor- 
ship. \Whiat mechanical)skill’ is here’ that 
enables a heathen nation to lift such masses 
of granito!- Their lofty spires of bronze, 
immense, bells, silk hatigings,elaborate cary- 
ings, inlaid woods mingled with precious 
stones, and marble floors, inspire respect 
for this strange people. _ Such are the hab- 
itations where the heart of Japan would 
enshrine its gold! 

The Japanese are a nation of wsthetics. 
Their temples show it. So'do their curious 
tea-houses. Their costumes and many of 
their customs are replete with it. But no- 
where is the intrinsic loye of beauty, more 
forcibly seén than in the national Mtv of 
flowers. Even the humblest home has its 
garden of delights ; itsminiature lake and 
fall. But unlike Americans who love dis- 
play in allthey do, this garden ia invariably 

idden at the rear of the house, They 
‘keep the best for home and loye ! 

Inever hada grander view than when 
we climbed to the top of Masuyama, rising 
two thousand feet from the eastern edges 
of.the city. Behind us were a succession 
of ridges and peaks as far asthe eye could 
reach.'. At the right, nestled among hills, 
were ahalf dozen valesas beautiful as 
one's dream of Eden.’ On the left lay the 
broad garden valloy of thé Yodo, stretching 
away toward Osaka until it reaches the In- 
land Sea, whose waters, live and sparkling, 
arestudded with islands and carrying on 
its bosom multitudes of native vessels ; 
its shores: stretching back into’ deep, rich 
valleys, fleckedygreon and white with rico 
fields and villages. Before us glimmered 
the beautiful city, while a thousand moun- 
tain peaks stand guard: around. 

The echoes from two hundred farming vil- 
lagos, scattered among these hills, mingled 
with tho hum and roar of tho vast city at 
our feet,produced an effect upon our senses 
wholly indescribable. Let us descend the 
mountain to yonder tea-house, reader, and 
sit under the shades of the flowering cherry 
atitsdoor. Qn the other side is an arbor, 
covered with clematis and honeysucklo,and 
cool with the shade of that tall camelia 
treo. See | it is at least! fifty foot high. 
What a fragrance is shed from the lotus 
flower yonder—king among flowers in its 
superb beauty. Let us sit and listen to 
this chorale overhead, from birds and in- 
sects, a8 it minglos with the roar and rush 
of the watorfall. List to its soft murmur 
and play on the left, while away to the 
right it goes rushing and plunging to empty 
itself in the rocky basin bolow. 

That stony mountain yonder, rising sud- 
denly two thousand feet, its sides’ scantily 


fringed with pines, presents a gloomy con. 
trast to this soft bewuty, or elée sorvéw to 
heighten it—oxcopt for the half dozen falls 
pouring, vail-liko,over its shaden,and shim- 
mering with rainbow colours, Before wo 
have sipped our tea you will seo a drove of 
monkeys como clambering,crowding, chat- 
toring across its baso and rolling tho loose 
stones in showers to the bottom. Soe! the

sun is sotting ; and now the mount : 
half hidden in clands of gray and ambor, 
crimson and purple, suffusing the atm 
phore with n glow translucent and glorious. 

Yondor ia g richly dressed lady with a 
train of servants, and down the mountain 
side como two young men. Thoy too, por- 
haps, would rest and si thoamber toa. Nay, 
they Would spoak with 1, Thoy salute us 
with low bows, and ‘‘You are Americans 1 
an you tell us something about the ‘Bible- 
way’ and tho ‘Jesus sect’!”” i Tho Indy pays, 
f€ husband is dying ; | wou oat 
about your heaven. te! We heard 
long since from Yionoskt, who died in pri- 
son, Wsweot story too good to bo truo, of 
One who died for us ; if it be indeed true, 
toll itemo that 1 may haston with the good 
nows to my husband's bedside, and m: y 
friends who are looking for the truo light! 
Wo ‘tell hor “tho old, old story, with 
faltering speech and brimming oyos, and 
give her the Gospel of Luko, in Japanose. 
She turns away with inexpressible joy in hor 
faco, and then the young mon press about 
us, with infinite questionings. Wo talk 
metaphysics and anciont and Bible history 
with thom, and then give them a pocket 
edition of Evidences of Christianity. 

As wo hasten down the hillside, and up 
through the streots of the sacred city, a 
groat cry wells ap from the heart, “Oh, 
that American Christians would hasten to 
bring life and light to this land of gold and 
crimson skies—to these waiting millions !”

The Judge expressed a “strong opinion on 
the subject, and the probability is that the 
“Thspector and Commissioners will be called 
Upon to resign. 

There are, no doubt, many other cases 
in the country quite as flagrant as that of 
which we have spoken above, and now that 
the eyes of the people have been opened to 
the fact that there issome redress to be 
obtained, probably a large number of ap- 
peals will be lodged against the unfair dis- 
criminations of Inspeetors. There is not 
much to be hoped for from the Govern- 
ment, which by causing the rectification of 
these unjust actions of their officials, 
would thereby defeat their principal 
object in passing the law under which they 
were committed namely their own political 
aggrandizement. However, they may be 
driven to do justice in a few cases,and that 
atall oyents will be some satisfaction. The 
Ontario Government is not so strong that 


it can afford to altogether disregard public 
opinion.

THE CENTENNIAL. 


ITS GROUNDS AND BUILDINGS, 
BITS, AND EXAIBITORS, 


(From ovr Sreotan Connesrorr 


DENT.) 


Purcapenrnta, May 22, 1876. 

That Philadelphia is the second largest city 
| in America; that it was founded some two 
| hundred years ago by that much persecuted 
English Quaker, William Penn ; that it is lo- 
cated upon the right bank of the Delawaro 
some hundred miles from its mouth; that it 
was the scene of many of tho early struggles 
for indepondonco—Carpentor's Hall and Inde- 
pendence Hall being landmarks in the politi- 
cal history of the country; and that it is now 
noted for ita large and varied manufacturing 
interests, “and educational institutions, —are 
facta so well known that with their bare men- 
tion, we haston on to the more immediate and 
probably more intresting topics of this letter, 
the Centennial Grounds and Buildings, 


The grounds cover 236 acres of the most 
beautiful portions of Fairmount Park, which 
adjoins tho built-up districts of the city on 
tho north-western border, anil which is so 
much admired by all visitors on account of 
ita great natural beauty, In addition to these 
236 acres, there will be provided large on- 
closures for the display of horses and cattle, 
80 that it will be safo to say that the grounds 
occupied by the exhibition for all purposes, 
will cover close on to 300 acres of londs At 
the Vienna Exhibition of 1873, the enclosure, 
including that for the horses and cattle, which 
was of considerable size, covered 260 acres. 
The building at Vienna gave about 2,000,000 
aquare feet of ground-floor surface for exhibi- 
tors and covered 42 acres, Tho Commission 
originally provided 50 acres of buildings for 
our exhibition, but applications for space have 
been so numerous as to render the erection 
of other buildings necessary. The following 
aro tho principal buildings with their. dimon- 
sions :—

Besides these there are a number of smaller 
structures for the, display of exhibits, and 
many buildings for the accommodation of 
Foreign Commissioners, delegates from the 
different States of the Union, private oxhibi- 
tors, Ko. 

Among the principal buildings for theso 
purposes are the following : 

Tho United States Government Building, 
situated at the north-west corner of Belmont 
Avenue, running north and south through 
the grounds, and Fountain Avenue intersect- 
ing it at right angles. The women’s pavilion 
isa large frame structure opposite the govern- 
ment building onthe east side of Belmont 
Avenue ; it is handsomely fitted up and is 
devoted exclusively to the exhibition of 
women's work, Here tho visitor will be in- 
terested in some beautiful napkins wrought 
by no other Jiands than those of her Most 
Gracious Majesty Queen Victoria, and in the 
same case some very fine needle-work of her 
daughters,the Royal Princesses—not acase in 
the whole building attracts so much real in- 
terest as this oné, 

The Waggon and Carriage Building opposite 
the Main Building, a fine structure devoted 
to the display of wagons, carriages, sleighs 
&c, I didn't intend to stop just now to say 
anything about articles on exhibition, but 
can't forbear saying a word for a very hand- 
some carriage oxhibited by Mr. Ashley, of 
Foxboro, near Bellevillo, It is roally a very 
fine piece of workmanship and deserves the 
universal attention which it receives. There 
are very handsome vehicles from other parts 
of Canada, including some magnificent sleighs 
from Montreal, The Photographic Hall, in- 
tended to contain a complete exhibit of the 
art of photography. 

North-west of Machinery Hall are situated 
the buildings of the British Government, three 
two story buildings containing offices for the 
British Commissioners ; they are very heat 
buildings and are very generally “admired. 
Near them are the Japdhese Buildings, which 
are said to illustrate thebest styleof Japanese 
architecturp, and to present the fully decor 
ated and furnished interior of a Japanese 
dwelling. The carving about the entrance is 
very beautiful. 

The Spanish, French and other foreign 
nations, and the States of New York, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and very many others have erected buildings 
for the comfort of their Commissioners and 
agents, 


THE MAIN BUILDING, 

which is the longest of all, and may be the 
grandost, is 1,876 feet long, running east and 
west, and 464 fect wide, north and south, and 
is directly opposito Machinery Hall, with 
which it is connected by 4 covered passage- 
way. It covers nearly 21} acres, Its central 
avenue east and west is 120 ft, in width and 
1,832 ft.in length, which is the longest avenue 
of that width ever introduced into a building. 
On cither side of this is another avenue of 
equal length and 100 ft. wide. There is a 
central and also many side avenues crossing 
theso at right angles running north and south, 
This building rests upon the ground, the land 
having been thoroughly graded and prepared. 
There are 672 wrought-iron columns, 24 feet 
apart, ou solid foundations, which support 
wrought-iron roof-trusses. Their aggregate 
Weight is 2,200,000, Ibs. The roof-trusses 
and girders weigh 5,000,000 Ibs. The roof- 
covering ix of tin. ‘The flooring is of plank 
upon sills resting upon the ground. ‘This im 
mense building contains five miles of avenuos 
and thirty-five milos of transopts and aisles, 
It is capable of holding 468,000 pooplo—more 
than half the present population of Philadel. 
phia. Its cost was $1,600,000. In it are the

long line of the interior, as in the Main Build- 
ing, projections have been introduced upon the 
four sides, and» the main entrances are fur- 
nished with facades 78 feet in height, 
The eastern entrance is the principal one 
from tho railways and from tho other build. 
ings. Inthis hall there are two main avenues 
90 feet wide, with a central aisle botween 
‘and one on either side GO foot wide. At the 
contre of the building is a transept 90 foot 
wide, and extending 208 feet beyond on the 
south sido, forms an annex for hydraulic ma- 
chines, with which it is now filled. The con- 
struction of this building is very similar to 
that of the Main Building ; the material is 
principally of iron ; the cost $1,000,000. The 
arrangements in this building for running 
all the machinery free of expense to exhi- 
bitors are very superior. In the centre of the 
hall ia an enormous Corliss engine, capable of 
driving the entire shafting necessary to put 
in motion all the machinery exhibits of what- 
ever contrivance ; it isa wonderful pieco of 
mechaniam and oxcites universal admiration. 

Every civilized nation in the world is re« 
presented in this wonderful collection of me- 
chanical skill. The exhibits of this country 
largely preponderate, but among foreign ex- 
hibitors Great Britain stands first, France 
second, Germany third, Belgium fourth and 
Canada fifth. Lam speaking of the number 
of exhibits, not-of their relative merits. In 
this building the visitor will find the most 
ponderous, intricate and delicate mechanical 
contrivances invented by man, which of 
themscives are worthy of atrip across the 
continent or ocean to behold. 

AGRICULTURAL MALL, 

which stands on the very northern lim‘ts of 
the provnds, is ono of the handsomest build- 
ings of the exposition. It is built in the 
form of a double Greek cross, covers an area 
of almost 10 acres, and was erected at a coat 
of some $400,000. The entire structure is of 
timber as it left the saw, finished upon inter- 
ior surfaces by alum-sized color wash. The 
views down the avenues and aisles of this 
building are grand and will well repay the ox- 
tended walk which the visitor has to make to 
reach the hall unless he prefers to ride in the 
neatly constructed cars which will bear him 
to almost any part ofthe ground at a very 
small cost. 

The exhibits comprise everything pertain- 
ing to agriculture, fruits, vegetables, grains, 
farming implements, &c. For the working 
exhibition of reapers, ploughs, drills, &c., a 
farm of 47 acres hasbeen secured seventeen 
miles from the city, on the New York Rail- 
road. The display of live stock will be held 
at this place also, Among the foreign exhibi- 
tora inthis building and department Canada 
stands third as to occupied space, England be- 
ing first and France second. The displays in 
grains and farming implements are admirable, 
the finest grain in the whole exhibition,in my 
opinion, comes from Western Ontario—but 
more particularly of this hereafter, 

THE MEMORIAL HALL, OR ART GALLERY, 
isthe most imposing and ornate of all the 
buildings comprising the exhibition. It is 
intended as a permanent structure after the 
others shall have all passed away, and was 
built by the City of Philadelphia and State of 
Pennsylvania, at a cost of $1,500,000. It isa 
little to the northward of the Main Building, 
and is ina commanding position, looking to 
the south across the Schuylkill over the city. 
It is fire-proof, nothing but granite and iron 
haying been used in its construction. The 
design is modern Renaissance, It is 365 fect 
long and 210 feet wide, and is surmounted by 
a central dome, from which rises the figure of 
Columbia. The interior is admirably adapted 
for the display ot statuary and paintings, and 
the exhibits have poured in so numerously 
that the Commission has been compelled to 
erect another a little north of the hall for their 
accommodation. The Art displays promise to 
be of the most brilliant character. England 
holds her own and asserts her superiority, in 
this as in all other buildings ; her display of 
paintings by her most eminent artists is ad- 
mnirable in execution and arrangement. These 
galleries are daily thronged by art lovers, and 
well do they repay a visit. 

HORTICULTURAL HALL, 

which stands north of Memorial Hall, was 
also erected by tho munificent liberality of 
this good city of Philadelphia, It is of the 
Moorish style of Architecture and is consider- 
ed by many to be the most beautiful buildin, 

on the grounds, It covers an area of one and 
one-half acres, andis constructed of stono, 
brick, glass and iron, andis painted in the 
most brilliant colors, The grounds are laid 
out in excellent taste, Rare flowers and 
plants droms Jem parate anil tropical regions are 
displayed in delightful ‘profusion. Inside 
may be seen laden and fdate-palm trees, 
Rare plants from India, South America and 
Australia also meet tho eye, By the way, I 
seem tohaye quite forgotten Aostralig aie 
is so far away—but she makes a grand exhibit 
in every department, very superior in some, 
minerals and wools for instance. 

Repeated visits and inquiries havo failed to 
find any botanical oxhibits from Canada, 
What is the matter? 

This closes our very brief description of the 
principal buildings of this great Exposition ; 
time and space forbid anything more at pro- 
sent. But the visitor must come and see for 
himeelf ; such opportunities seldom occur more 
than once or twice ina life-time, To seo a 
world's ingenuity, industry, and wealth, col- 
lected in one grand comparative exhibition, is 
well worthy the time and expense necessary 
to witness it,

ping Bill without reference to the Dominion 
Act which he helped to pass, and Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote has been drawn after him 
into the same error. Wo must look to the 
Housé of Lords to correct the consequences 
of a mistake which must vitiate the opera- 
tion of the Merchant Shipping Bill if it be 
not amended, and which can in no case re- 
dound to our authority and influence in 
Canada.

The Rochester Murder 
Suicide. 


and 


The Toronto Globe to-day furnishes the 
following particulars concerning the domes- 
tic tragedy whith occurred in Rochester, 
briefly reported in our American tel 
of yesterday: John ©. Calhoun, it ap- 
pears, has been a bookkeeper in the coal 
office of Messrs. Snarr’s Sons,of this city,for 
the last two years. He was an English- 
man by birth, but had resided in the 
United States for many years. About 
four yearsago he married a Jewess in 
Rochester, contrary, it is said, to the wish- 
es of her parents ; his wife has lived in 
Rochester for the most part since. Cal- 
houn had to flee from that city owing, it 
is alleged, to some business irregularities 
there. About a year ago she was induced 
by her husband to come to Toronto, but 
after going into housekeeping fora short 
time she returned to her parents, who, it 
appears, wished to get her divorced from 
her husband, partly on account of his re- 
ligion, but chiefly in order to get her married 
toarich and elderly man whom they had 
chosen to wed her. Calhoun has been board- 
ing at tho Albion Hotel for some time back, 
On Tuesday last ho had boen drinking pret- 
ty freely,and early on theQueen's Birthday 
he went down to the Bay, givingas areason 
that he wanted tosee the various excur- 
sions going on the lake. He had tolda friend 
on the day previous that he intended gol 
to soo the races at the Woodbine Park on the 
Queen's Birthday, and it appears that he 
had shortly before informed another that 
he was going shooting. It is supposed that 
on reaching the wharf a sudden desire to 
seo his wife had éoized him, and that actin, 
upon his sas of the moment he hi 
got aboard tho steamer for Rochester, A 
second despatch from that city states that 
ho went to his wife's room about 9 o'clock 
on Wednesday evening. She was absont, 
but haying returned ho urged her to go with 
him to Toronto. She refused to do 80, 
whereupon it is supposed that he fired a 
revolver twico at his wife's brother, who 
was present to protect her. Tho shot took 
no eflect, and Calhoun proceeded to 
leave the room, her brother Placing himself 
so as to protect her as sho was going out, 
Another shot was fired, stricking her inthe 
back, and entering hor lung. Calhoun then 
fired twico at himwélf, tho first shot strik- 
ing him a little below the region of tho 
heart, the second penetrating tho brain and 
killing him instantly. Mra Calhoun at last 
accounts was so low that no hope of hor 
recovory is ontortainod. Tho Mossrs, Snarr 
and other acquaintances of Calhoun in this 
city speak in the highest terms of the 
young man, his employers Avorring that 
the newspaper despatch Tegarding his 
dishonosty could not be correct, as ho 
froquently want back to Rochester to seo 
his wifo, and that while with them he was 
tomporato und honest,

Lacrosse Players in Belfast, ra 


Wepwespay, May 10 

On Wednesday the public of Belfast had an 
opportunity for the first time of Wikio oe on 
the splendid grounds of the North of Ireland 
Cricket Club, Ormeau Road, the much-talk- 
ed of novel gamo lacrosse, and of comparin 
it with the various kinds of field sporta whic! 
they have looked upon so often with pleasure 
and satisfaction. Phe introduction “of novel- 
ties into any country is usually preceded by 
the circulation of reports and description con- 
corning them whigh more frequently ove’ 
yoach the Limits of oven. pardonable exaggerae 
tion than otherwise. It is pleasant, thero- 
foro, to be able to stato that though lacrosse 
has during the past two months received so 
much of the fayorable attention of the press 
of this country as filled tho publio mind with 
high, expectations that a magniticent treat 
was'in store for thom, it has not yet received 
one word of praise beyond its merits, nor 
have tho expectation’ of the public been din- 
appointed. ‘The game originated ata period 
not exactly known with the Iroquois tribe of 
the North American Indians, and was some 
years ago adopted by the people of Canada, in 
an improved form, as their national game. It 
is played with a stick of hickory or ash, bent 
like a shepherd's crook,abont a foot wide and 
five feet long, woven about half way down 
with moose skin, or clockgut, or ‘* catgut,” 
like a bat for tennis, but comparatively loose, 
Upon this netting the ball jainioked up, car+ 
ried, and caught from on. high.; and from it 
it is thrown—sometimes 180 yards. Two 
goals, cach six feet wide and six feet high,are 
needed. Ordinarily two flags and flag poles 
are used, 
The introductionof lacrosseinto this country 
was first promoted Bye W. G, Beers, some 
eight yeara “fo ‘ajor-General Lindsay, 
commanding the scope in Canada, was 
anxious to have it brought before the notice 
of the public schools in England as a game in 
which a hundred players could join at once, 
every man carrying a stick, and having his 
fair share of play according to hia desire, As 
a game involving no heavy enitlay for outtit, 
no expensive preparation or rolling of the 
ground; asa game which can be played in 
winter as well as summer, it was thought it 
would be an acceptable addition to our sports. 
‘The oryanization-of clubs in London,Glasgow, 
&c., rovived the idea of a visit of our Cana-

Tere Canada on the 29th April and arrived 
here on the Tuesday evening. Through the 
nsual courtesy of the Northof Ireland Cricket 
Club, they were invited to play their first 
matches “in Europe in this city, and we are 
sure our citizens are indebted to the N.I. C, C, 
for tho privilege of witnessing oue of the most 
exciting and fascinating field sports in oxis- 
tence, ,The game was started shortly before 
three o'clock, a few minutes Sifter the arrival 
of the teams on the grounds, The first gamo 
was rather puzzling, until the real object of 
the players was made out; but after ten 
tmninutes, and the shooting of the ball from one 
end of the field to the other, the desperate 
throwing at the goal, the rapid dodging and 
checking, sticks flying around the players’ 
heads, and sometimes upon their extremities, 
it was apparent that the Indians were doin;

The fifth and deciding game, was a 
fine exhibition of Indian agility and cunning ;

adian and Indian friends have brought ns a 
game which will take root, and me one 
of the eens adjuncts to cricket and foot- 
ball.

A story comes to us from the Western dis- 
trict, says the London Era, on the details of 
which a Bret Harto a Col. John» Hay 
would found a poem.

“Protected to Death.” 


However zealous our governors may be in 
the cause of free trade, they seem to be deter- 
mined that there shall be no free'fishing—not 
even for mud-cats, Having become indoctri- 
nated with the idea of fish preservation, they 
seem to arguo thus:—Fish ought to’ be pro- 
tected ; mud-cats are fish ; therefore mud-cats 
must be protected. Now this is undoubtedly 
a complete formal syllogism, having the major 
and minor propositions and the inference or 
deduction clearly and conclusively laid down. 

But if we leave metaphysics and come to 
physics—if we throw aside logic, and look at 
facts, we shall find that this reasoning docs 
not hold good. If it were possible to protect 
the varioud kinds of fish that inhabit our wa- 
ters from each other, logic and fact would 
agree ; but fish are almost all carniverous and 
rapacious, preying upon cach other in every 
stage of ‘their existence ; so that in enacting 
laws for their preservation, we ought to con- 
sider which kinds are best worth protection, 
and ascertain aa well as possible what enemics 
they have to contend against, in addition to 
their human foe, the fish poacher. 

The species which are most worthy of the 
care of the Logislature arc pickerel, pereh, 
whitefish, herring, maskelonge, lake shad, 
the salmon tribe, and the various kinds of 
bass. The pike of our lakes and rivers, the 
“great north@rnpickerel,” “of Frank Fores- 
tor's book on the fish of the United States, is 
a coarse lish, his flesh-is soft and insipid, and 
his voracity isso great that he is « most 
destructive enemy to all the other finny 
tribes, Every pike that ‘Attaini”the woight 
of five pounds muat have consitmesl at least a 
thousand pounds of fish-flesh to nouriah him 
up to that weight, and probably much more, 
Reckon this quantity at five conts per pourid 
and we will find that every five pound pike 
cont the community fifty dollars, while his 
own cash value is fiftoon cents! It appoars 
to me, thorefore, that it is very false economy 
to protect pike, They aro tho first fish to 
come to the spawaing, grounds, and their 
breeding season is over, and themselves ro- 
turned tothe deep water, beyond the reach 
of the spear, before the pickerel come up the 
rivers to spawn, so that boys (young and old) 
might be permitted and oven encouraged to 
spear, scoop, or snare thom without dangor 
of their weapons being used against sore 
yalnablo fish, 

Shortly after the pike have spawned and 
gone down to the deop water again, the pick- 
crel come up in shoals to their spawn places, 
where thoy doposit their oggs among the 
stones and gravel, In rivers like the Moira, 
where they. are prevented from ascending 
more than @ short distance by,lams, and aro 
consequently confined to a limitéd space for

in additions to some of the prizes where these 
were thought to be inadequate to the class of 
work done. — Several new prizes were also 
added, but as a few were nout the suni 
total was not materially increased.

Under the head of Paper, Printing, &e, 
an additional Juize for letter-press printin 
was added, Under the head of Chemicals an 
extra prizo was added for the best samples of 
paraffin, + 
A lengthy discussion efisued on the motion 
by 
Mr. Wilmot of the Newcastle Fish Breed. 
ing Institution, thata prize be given to the 
exhibitor of the best show of fish hatched by 
artificial means, Mr. Wilmot thought his 
enterprize in’ this diréetion ought to be en- 
couraged ; he was sure that the gentlemen 
present had nothing likeany adequateconcep- 
tion of the importance of this mattor, and he 
felt certain that if one or more members of 
the Council were appointed acommittée to 
go to his place and obserye the whole process, 
and the perfection which , had been attained, 
he had not the least doubt that the delegates 
Would make suth a report as would lead the 
Board tolookvon the subjectina new light. 
By those unacquainted with the system it 
could not be adequately appreciated ; but if 
they only became acquainted with that part 
of the process which enables ono to discover 
which are and which are not foul fish, they 
would at once begin to realize the importance 
of the matter, He would before the meeting 
closed haye to make a motion with regard to 
this question of a delegation being appointed.

After ox- 
changing a few sharp words with his wife, 
who was busy with some ironing, he went up 
stairs and remained there until nearly twelve 
o'clock, Mrs, Henderson had meanwhile laid 
down on a sofa, to wait, as she stated, until 
her husband got to sleep, before venturing to 
go to bed. About midnight he came down 
atairs, and returned, after a fow minutes, to 
his bedroom. The wife fell asleep on tho sofa, 
and shortly before 6 o'clock on Sunday morn- 
ing she rose, and started a fire in the stove, 
As the stove pipes wore insecurely fastened,” 
she went up stairs to sco that all was right 
with them at their entrance to the chimney 
in the bedroom, The door was shut, and on 
attempting to open it, which ‘she partially 
succeeded in doing, she saw that her husband's 
foot résted against it, his head being suspended 
by a strap fastened to the bedpost, some 34 or 
4 feot from the floor. She screamed loudly, 
which caused the neighbors on the other side 
of the hall, to,come to her assistance, ‘They 
pushed open the door, and found that the un- 
fortunate man had taken his life by hanging 
himself in the manner deséribed, having pro- 
bably been dead for several hours. A bottle 
half full of whiskey, from which he had evi- 
dently been drinking, lay near at hand, bear- 
ing ailent but none the less eloquent testi- 
mony to the motive which prompted Thomas 
Henderson to raise his hand against his own 
life. An alarm was at once raised, and 
Coroner John P, MeDonnell, who lives near, 
was notified, and took the necessary legal 
steps in the matter, 1t seems probable that 
deceased had died almost without a struggle, 
as no unusual noise was heard either by his 
wife in the room below, or by the other oc- 
cupants of the house, whose bed-room was 
within twelve feet of that occupied by the 
suicide. The face of the corpse was in no 
wise disfigured, the only mark of yivlence 
being a black ring around the neck where the 
strap had encircled it. 

Deceased, whose age was forty-seven, was 
born in the north of Ireland, and had lived in 
Quebec and Montreal since early youth. He 
leaves a family of four sons and one daughter 
by his first wife, all of whom reside in Mont - 
real, except one son, who lives in Georgeville 
in the Eastern Townships. They were noti- 
fied by telegraph of their father’s death. 

An inquest was held on the body this morn- 
jng by Coroner John P.McDonnell and a jury. 
After viewing the body,the inquiry was begun 
in the Police Station.. 

Groror Symons testified to being told about 


had hung himself ; went into the room, and 
saw deceased hanging by the strap from the 
bed-post ; his body from the hips down rested 
on the floor; he was then dead; the strap 
was tied to the bed-post, and the buckl ‘was 
under the e: Mrs. Henderson followed 
witness up stairs and, took the body in her 
arms, saying frequently ‘What will I do 
now?’ One ofthe hands of deceased rested 
on the bed-stead ; a bottle of whiskey laY 
about four feet away. Saw deceased about 
10 o'clock on Saurday night, he was not then 
the worse of liquor. ‘The bed appeared as if 
some one had been in it. 


James McCruppen testified that deceased 
had worked for him for nine or ten years ; at 
a few minutes past 6 o'clock on Sunday morn- 
ing, he was told by Constable McCoy that 
Henderson had hung himself in the shed he 
had been told ; went over to deveased’s house 
with McCoy and a man named Greon ; went 
up stairs to the bedroom, the door of which 
was closed to within afew inches ; saw the 
deceased in the position as described by the 
previous witness ; he did not sccm to me in 
the position of a man who had strangled, but 
as if he had laid down and choked in sleep ; 
one leg, hip and hands rested on the floor ; 
took particular notice of how the strap was 
placed ; then McCoy and he took the body 
down ; Mr. Petrie was then there ; saw him 
pick up a bottle in the corner ; there was 
soine liquor init ; the bed looked as if no 
person had been in it ; could scarcely see how 
deceased could have hung himself in that 
mannor ;the Hands were in a position to aup- 
port the body; Know that "Henderson and 
his wife had Tived"Wnhappily for years ; de- 
ceased waa at work from Thuraday afternoon, 
and appeared to be sober.

The Premier's Reply to the Pro- 
hibitory Council Delegation. 

A most remarkable document is the ro- 
ply of tho’ Premier of Canada to the Dopu- 
tition of Prohibitionists, who waited on him 
in Fobruary, to present the resolutions 
passed by the Convention held at Mont-’ 
| Foal last September. 
|. Very:kind and polite was the manner of 
| the reception, we are told, Very much 
obliged was the Promior for the nioderate 
term in Which Hon. Mr. Vidal presented | 
tho case. Very much rejoiced was the 
lealor of the Government to know that the 
movement was entirely non-political (non- 
party iH) ap ite anaes Very loud were 
his regrets that the Pte t. campaigns 
of Tompornnca.seh he es canted ree 
vaneing Tomperance sentiment in the Do- 
Minion, that ** the growth of public opinion 
Kad not onthe whole beens as rxtx hoped, in 
the direction desired: by the deputation,” 
Very éarefnl was he of the least approach 
ards infr on the rights of Provin- 
cial Parliaments. (His opinions seem to 
| have changed someshat since that imperti- 
nent and indefensible attumpt of his party 
to interfere with Now Brimswick’s School 
Law.) He showed a most praiseworthy and 
deeply anxious care for the poor Indians, 
among whom rum traders were attempting 
to sow the seeds of “disorder” and de- 
moralization,”"* He would be so happy to 
effect the ‘great moral Reform” aimed 
at by the deputation, bmt of course 
could not move in the matter’ so long 
}a8 rum drinkers incroased their po- 
tations, a sure sign tothe Premier of the 
decrease of Temperance sentiment. 


We are not yery much ‘acquainted with 
official utterances, but would be inclined to 
think, that when the Premier of a great 
country ike ours, puts forward his reasons 
for declining to act in so great an interest, 
there should at least be some trath and 
Now what 
mere tyro in political science would com- 
mit so egregious a blunder as to come to 
the rash conclusion, that, because one year 
there is more liquor drunk than the preced- 
ing, therefore there are more drinkers | 
Docs he not know that the inevitable ten- 
dency of drink is to increase the demand 
for it! If 100,000 people drink, say four 
gallons of liquor each one year, they will 
very: peibably drink at least five each the 
second year ; so that if the consumption 
per head is to be kept at the same: figure, 
there must of necessity, be adecréase in the 
number of drinkers, that is, an increase of 
Temperance sentiment, And yet on so 
shallow a basis of reasoning, repugnant alike 
to reason and experience, the Hon, Alex. 
McKenzie, Premier of Canada, seeks his 
firmést foundation for inaction in the great 
Temperance Reform! Canada may well 
ask where the Premier learned his logic. 

His next attempt to break the force of 
the liquor evil, by intimating that a vast 
deal of ill may result from the use of hy- 
drate of chloral, absinthe, &c., is still 
weaker than his logic. Who use these 
niost largely, if not the drinkers of alcohol- 
ic liquors themselves? “Even suppose 
Le are largely used, why take the weak 


and childish position that no steps should 

taken repress un'eyil of great i 
tude. vit short put this specious but 
really Tarhe and illogical arguinent’ forth 
as an instance of the ‘ ehormous diffitulty 
attending an attempt at legislation in re- 
tard to prohibition, when in the sentence 
afterwards, he states that ‘of the power 
to diminish (by prohibitery enactment) 
largely the consumption of intoxicating 
liquors he did not entertain a doubt.” 
Don't prohibit murder, he would argue, 
since you do, people will more largely use 
petty annoyances ; don't make laws against 
gambling, since if that be prohibited, peo- 
ple will cheat each other slyly. 

The Premicr shows a lamentable ignor- 
ance of New Brunswick aftairs (his starring 
trip last summer does not appear to have 
added much to his information), He de- 
liberately states that Hon. A. J. Smith, 
whenin the Government of New Brunswick, 
phssed a Prohibitory Law, and that at next 
election only one of the supporters of that 
Law was returned. We never knew that 
Mr. Smith was guilty of such decided pro- 
hibitory procliyities; we wonder if he will 
thank Mr. McKenzie for setting him forth 
to the country asa prohibitory law-maker, 

The facta are that the law spoken of was 
not introduced by the Goyernment as one 
of their measures, that Mr, Smith did not 
vote for it, that not one but nine members 
who voted for it were returned at next 
election. We say nothing as to the hon- 
esty of the Premier in bringing this’as an 
example, for he ought to have known that 
| a combination of circumstances contributed 
tothe occasion,and that the question was no 
means to the overthrow of the Government 
on this means decided on its own merits. 
But we do declaré that #6 gros#in_ ignor- 
ance of facts ina Premier of Canada is to 
say the least a humiliation. We cannot 
in this article follow the remainder of his 
points, orrather want of points. We are 
sorry that the enemies of our cause should 
be so aided in a public way by these utter- 
ances of a public man, We are assured, 
however, that our cause can stand error, 
and will ultimately stand all the higher, 
even when it is scen what a lack of reason- 
able grounds our opponents have for their 
opposition. —Temperance Union, Belleville,

Owing to the extent of the fire the water 
supply gave out and but for the exertions of 
B, Batty and citizens in pulling down wooden 
houses and outbuildings, the fire would have 
been much more sérious. Good work was 
done by the steam engines, especially that 
furnished by the town of Lewis,

feeding. The Jerseys, as a class, give milk 
in which the butter lays ate very 
large. “The large globules riso, “forming 
cream, anuch easier. than the small. ones, 
because they contain alarge proportion of 
the lighter fatty matter, while the small 
ones necessarily contain a large proportion 
of cheesy matter; which is  specifi- 
cally heavier. +It follows, then, that 
in butter-making it is better to churn 
the whole of the 


milk in all cases.

globules of large size, it is more economi- 
cal'to Tet thie cream , anid chiriy that 
only.
